1. (Currently Amended) A method of treatment or prevention of transplant 
rejection by increasing of an affection requiring an increas e of the levels of a the heme 
oxygenase enzyme in a human or animal subject comprising administering a therapeutically 
effective amount of rhein or and rhein derivatives. 

2. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1, wherein rhein 
and the rhein derivative are represented by the following general formula (I): 




in which R represents a hydrogen atom, or an alkyl group, or an alkaline or hearth-alkaline 
metal atom, R\ and R2, identical or different, represent a hydroxyl group or an acyloxy group 
of formula R' -COO- where R' is an alkyl group of 1 to 4 carbon atoms. 

3. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 2, wherein the 

compound of formula I is rhein or diacerein. 
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4. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1, wherein the 
rhein or rhein derivative is administered at a dose of 25 to 500 mg per day. 

5. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 1, wherein the rhein 
or rhein derivative is administered per oral route.
